Nine Chases might never win a championship in their lifetimes if 
they r could not be made to play as one Chase. A team of “Hans” Wagners or 
Lajoies that could not subordinate themselves to be parts of a whole, and each 
not the whole part, would be more likely to be beaten than te win.

some of the greatest baseball clubs—on paper—that have ever been or- 
ganized have been the easiest to beat. True. they won a certain share of 
games, but when the test came that was to determine their skill they disin- 
tegrated like. rock in an eruption of Vesuvius. 

Years ago the Chicago Brotherhood club was organized with material 
which seemed to surpass that of any ever welded into one ball team. Two 
principal reasons accounted for it. One that the backers of the Chicago 

srotherhood club were so chicken-hearted that they would not start in the 
fight unless they had the best in sight, and the other that Comiskey could 


only be induced to go into the Brotherhood scheme by being assured of some- 
thing that would maintain his St, Louis reputation. 

he Chicago Brotherhood club was one of the most lamentable fizzles in 
baseball history. Why? No teamwork, no effort. at teamwork, no respect for 
anything by the players except what they presumed to be their surpassing 
individual skill. 

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE CASE. 
N the other hand, see what team work, properly exemplified, has done 
* for some clubs. 
Take the St. Louis champions of the American Association as an 
example. There were good players on the team, but there was better system 
in their play. Each man knew what was expected of him when the occasioi 
arose, and each man knew that there would be no excuse for him if he failel 
to arise to the occasion. 

There was another club, at about the same period, that was one of the few 
that ever batted its way into a championship regardless of team work, piteh- 
or any other assistance. That was the old Detroit nine. 

The Giants, in the “eighties,” until they mastered team work, never won a 
pennant. So long as they tried to play on the individual plan they could al- 
ways do just well enough not to be first in the race. 

In 1889 the Cleveland team surprised all the baseball werld,

ar of its return to the National League, by the brilliancy and darh of its 
game, and for more than half a season had the ‘strong Eastern teams frichtenet 
bevond measure. It was wholly due to team work, for the Clevelanis, indi- 


vidually, did not cémpare favorably with some of their competitors. 

For five vears after that Cleveland, with, the exception of the Brother- 
hood vear, maintained a dangerous place in the League race, because the nine 
played with intelligent motives.

Two hundred cases of wall paintings 
and inscriptions were sent by mail to 
Berlin, While the lo chests containing 
the MSS. discovered by him were 
breught for greater safety by the ex- 
lorer himseif home through India. 
jerr von i.e Coq said he did not desire 
a@ full account to-appear until the re- 


Buits of the-excavations had been fully 
investigated and arranged. - 

After a tiresome journey’ through 
Russia to Turkestan, he said, the expe- 
dition, in the autumn of 1904, settied 
down at the buried city of Dakianus, 
mear Kara Kioja, between Turfan and 
Luk-chun, in Eastern Turkestan. For 
three months the expedition worked in 
vain among the remains of the dead 
City, the houses of which were covered 
with the sand of centuries of dust 
~ Slornis. 


Severe Dust Storms Daily. 


The expedition was not spared the 
latter. Each afternoon at 3, from Oc- 
tober till June, came a dust storm, and 
made things miserable for everyone. 
Finally their labors were crowned with 
success, and a.great find of MSS. was 
made. They lay hidden in caves filled 
with mud. They were on Chinese paper, 
white leather, or wood. 

Numerous wall paintings were discov- 
ered, some on plaster with a back- 
round of gold leaf, others on mud. 

hese paintings are Buddhistic. Alto- 
gether 10 different alphabets were rep- 
resented: The MSS. in the Nagari and 
Brahmi alphabets represent ‘two entire- 
ly unknown languages, about which 
Herr von Le Coq is completely in the 
dark. “We have not the slightest idert 
what they are,’ he said; “but Dr. Mul- 
ler, the head of the museum, will be 
able to decipher them, as he did the 
Manichaean writings.”’ 

Buddhistic, historical and juristic MSS. 
were found. The first-named are of ex- 
traordinary interest, according to the 
explorer, and relate to religious rites. 
The bulk of the MSS. consist of con- 
tracts for the sale of land oar houses, 
wine and bread bills, and the like. It 
is anticipated that the investigation of 
the MSS. will throw considerable light 
on the Barly and Middle Persian speech. 


Care of the Dead. 


One day the excavators stumbled on 
@ cave literally packed with dead bodies. 


They wore short buff leather jerkins 
and long yellow. cloaks, the regulation 
dress of Buddhist monks. They were 
evidently bodies of persons massacred 
either in the cave or elsewhere and 
then laid in their last resting-place. 
Herr von Le Coq brought a number of 
the skulls with him. A remarkable 
which 
included those of other classes, wore 
Chinese boots. 
The report of Le Coq's success so in- 
terested Prof. Gruenwedel, who had al- 
ly done a good deal of excavating in 
same regions, and whose discoveries 
fill the cases at the Ethnelogical Muse- 
um in Berlin, that he joined Le Coq .in 
Kashgar.

Songs were 
rendéfyed by the Parisian workingmen's 
children *and the guests were embraced 
and made welconie in every way. 

A ‘prominent labor jeader said of this 
helping strikers: — 

“While it is right to help with money, 
We found that method not always as ef- 
fective in practice as in.theory. When 
a striker sees his childrén suffering he 
has little courage to keep.aip the battle. 
But let him know that his children are 
well taken care of, let him -feel that 
his boys and girls are enjoying tne few 
comforts he could provtdée for them if 


at work, and he will fight until he 
wins. It is easier for adults to endure 


the privations of a sitike. They under- 


stand they are fighting for better liv- 
ing. It is different with children. Our 
men will win as long as they can 


jcount on this kind of support from fel- 


low workers.” 

A reporter of a Paris daily paper who 
went to Ratnbouillet Station to see the 
arrival of the children wrote: 

“When IT arrived at Ramboullet, I was 
surprised to see a large number of chil- 
dren. 1 soon learned they were not the 
children from Fougeres.. They were the 
children reared in the experimental An- 
archist-Communists School of Felix 
Faure. the well-known Anarchist au- 
thor and editor. As soon as the train 
bearing the little guests from Fougeres 
arrived, Mons. Faure ordered: ‘Those 
with the bundles to the front.’ A num- 
ber of little ones appeared and handed 
packages containing fruit and flowers to 
the little guests as they were leaving 
the coaches. Then he ordered ‘Sing the 
International’ andthe little ones sang 
the revolutionary’song beautifully. Aft- 
er this came the-pupils of other schools 
and handed the little guests tokens of 
love.” 

From the statien=-the children were 
taken to the Bourse Building. where 
they were entrusted to the care of 
members of the labor unions. To make 
sure that the children will be well 
eared for, each persen taking a child In 


his care. signed a paper making him- 
ceif responsible for the child to the 
Bourse.

money, were told that everything was 
justihable in the eause of charity.

Bijou, and other lamented pets with 
similar endearing names. 

On one of the tombstones they may 
read, “Homage to a faithful heart.”

Thought Attack Was Planned. 

Towards evenilog he noticed two Fill- 
Pinos slouching towarde him in a sus- 
picious manner and saw one of them 
draw a large bolo knife and alip it up 
his sleeve: Grafton, not desiring to 
have any trouble with-them, crossed the 
street and the tvro men also crossed so 
as to meet him. The soldier waited 


when he claims he saw the man 
with the knife_make a motion which 
warranted !{mmediate action, so he 
raised his rifle and fired, killing the man 
with the knife, and, quickly reloading 
his gun, he wounded the other man. 

The shooting caused trouble among 
the natives, who demanded the life of 
the soldier. Judge McCabe of the Court 
of First Instance refused to handle the 
cas«, stating that it wak strictly a mil- 
itary and out of his jurisdiction. 
A courtmartial was convened -and a 
board of army officers found Grafton 
not guilty of murder and he was freed 
from arrest.

Every white 
witness was for the soidfer and the only 
withesses against him were two natives, 
who, according to testimony taken pre- 
viously, had denied any knowledge of 
the facts in the case. Grafton was 
found guilty of manslaughter and sen- 
d to 12 years in the Penitentiary.

National Baseball Commission 
Will Protect Property Rights 
of Minor Leaguers, 


OTHER CHANGES MADE 


CINCINNATI, Keb. ¥.—Llmportant 
changes in the rules for drafting minor 
league players were announced by the 
National Baseball Commission today. 

At the request of the Pacific Coast 
League the national agreement is to be 
Changed so that Nereafter the drafting 
period in that league will commence and 
end at the same period as the drafting 
period of all other minor leagues, towit, 
Sept. | to Oct. 15 of each year. 

In order fully to protect the property 
rights of minor league clubs and to pre- 
vent the drafting of plavers contrary 
to the spirit of the national agree- 
ent, the following new rule was 
adopted: 

Rule 45.--Whenever «a major league 
club has secured a minor jeague player 
by draft, it shall not be permissable for 
such muajor league club, within one year 
after having secured such plaver by 
draft, to release the plaver to any other 
club in the same class out of which the 
player was drafted, until it shall have 


first given the club from whom the play-| 


er Was drafted an opportunity to repur- 
chase the player at the drafting. price 
paid by the major league club. ‘This 
rule, however, shall not be retroactive; 
that is to say, it shall only apply to 
drafts to be made in the future. 

In submitting lists of purchased play-~ 
ers, @s required at present, all major 
league clubs must hereafter fille with the 
commission copies of the agreements 
entered into relating to such purchases: 
it being the intent and desire of the 
committee to make a close inquiry into 
all agreements providing for. purchase, 
in order that ail the transactions may 
be bonifide and not made with the view 
of protection of clubs retaining players, 
thereby preventing the players covaious. 
ing in their profession and enabling 
them to secure adequate compensation 
for their expertness, as is provided by 
the national agreement.”

tan Opera House. His revolutionary 
opinions have made him glad to accept 
Conried’s offer. 


As one .of the Imperial Opera sing- 
ers, Schialpin was a functionary of the 
Government. He caused a tremendous 
scandal by refusing to sing ‘‘Life for 
the Czar’’ and was fined $500. His pop- 
ularitv however, was too great to ad- 
mit of -his dismissal, although it was 
urged by Trepoff. 
The dictator maintained that about 
the time of the Moseow riots the singer 
was a member and perhaps head of the 
terrible Secret Three whose note con- 
demned men to death at the far ends 
of the Empire. 

Schialpin was born of the poorest 
family and at one time a fellow tramp 
with Gorky. He remains Gorkyl’s 
closest friend and was easily ‘admitted 
to the friendship of Tolstol, despite the 
ascetic’s distaste for opera and avowed 
contempt for opera singers. 

He isp accounted the handsomest of 
Russian singers and is as great an actor 
as singer. 

It is believed Schialpin intenas never 
to return to Russia, but to pass the 
rest of his life in the United States, 
France and Germany.

ordination is usually held as valid by 


all Roman as well as English Catholica, 
Jansenists and others. 

Vilatte now began the ministry as at 
“old Catholic,”’ rather than an Enisco 
lian. He settled 4ewn in tho “Relgiar 
woods” amid 4 ,opulation of poor Be. 
gian fishermen and farmers and with an 
easy religion and no expense (the Epis- 
copalians furnished missionary funds) 
he succeeded in buflding up a congre- 
gation; the Episcopalian Bishop of Fon 
du Lae confirming the converts, until 
Milatte wrote to Holland to a Jansenist 
bishop Inquiring the validity of such 
proceedings. The Jansenist said it could 
not be done, 


Relations With Jansenists. 


Meanwhile Vilatte was arranging 
with the Jansenists of Holland to have 
himself consecrated a bishop. Here be- 
gan his war with Bishop Grafton of 
Fon du Lac. The latter turned the 
Jansenists against Vilatte, but the eth- 
er end of the earth is open te him and 
Bishop Grafton gets word from the 
Russian Bishop of Alaska that Vllatte 
is of his orthodox jurisdiction and that 
a “mere Protestant laymen” may not 
censure one of his subjects. 

However, the Russians @. net Scatter 
their mfters and there is a 
large seandal at anether end of the 
earth and we soon find Vilatte on the 
scene. The Portuguese authorities tn 
Goa, Ceylon and the Bast Indies had 
made @ bishop of thetr ewn and had 


secrated te the xen of Dyckesville, Wia., 
U. 8. A. He was aceordingty raised to 
the archbishopal dignity ! the follow- 


ing May. Catholics say there ts éeubt 


about the validity of the censecration 
of the bishop who performed this cere- 
mony; hence the doutt gees on te the 
newly consecrated. 

A few vears later there was a whole. 
sale scandal among the Poles-in Chiea- 
go and elsewhere, led on by the lately 
Here Vilatte be- 
came particularly active and ordatned 
several priests for the new religion. 
Many of these were later re-omlained by 
Koslowsk! when he had become a Rish- 
op. He thus expressed his opinion 
againat the validity of Vilattes’ consge- 
cration.

That address also aroused municipal and State in- 
terest in the subject, and as a result an appropria- 
tion was made by the Loutsiana Legislature for the 
establishment of a leper hospital. Private subscrip- 
tions—some of them from wealthy people who them- 
selves knew what the scourge of the disease meant— 
furnished the means for maintaining it.

and was, located by a British vessel, which ac- 
cidentally struck the obstruction in 1887, when 
attempting to enter the harbor by an old. chan- 
nel which had recently been reopened. An in- 
vestigation showed that it was the wreck ot 
the Acteon. The Government at that time re- 
garded it merely as an obstruction in the chan- 
nel. In order to clear it away the guns were 
taken up and ordered sold at auction. Why did 
not the Navy Department at this time recognize. 
the historic value of these guns? 

Capt. J. C. Parker of St. Louis happened to be, 
in Charleston about this time and saw on a dock 
a number of old cannon incrusted with sea shells. 
He made inquiries and learned that they had re- 
cently been removed from the channel and had 
once been the equipment of the Acteon. 

Capt. Parker related these facts to Capt. W. 
R. Hodges, commander of the Loyal Legion for 
Missouri. The latter commissioned Maj. Klatte 
of Charleston to bid in three of the cannon at the 
auction. The ignorance of the value of these 
relics is shown by the fact that the guns were 
purchased for only $10. The other 25 cannon were 
destroyed. 

The three guns were brought to St. Louis and 
in 1898 the Loyal Legion had carriages made for 
them of the pattern originally used, this being 
done under the supervision of Gen. Nelson Cole. 
The cannon were mounted in Lafayette Park. 
where they remain today, and on Oct. 30, 1898, 
Capt. Hodges, on behalf of the Loyal Legion of 
Missouri, presented them to the city. They were 
received by the Mayor, in the presence of about 
six thousand schoo) children, the Society of the 
Sons of the Revolution, the Sons of the Amer.
